ltem #3 - Amendmentto the 2019-2020 Action Plan and Citizen Participation

The Department of Housingand Urban Developmentis disbursing S5 billionin CDBG-CV
money and $4 billion to Continuums of Care in ESG-CV through the CARES Act. Sonoma
County has been allocated $1,109,159 in CDBG-CV and $564,000 in ESG-CV. Funding
must be usedto prevent, prepare for, and respond to the coronavirus pandemic,
including mitigation of economic impacts that have resulted from business closures.
Examples of eligible uses for CDBG-CV fundsinclude, but are not limited to:

e Providingshort term emergency assistance to low-income households;

e Providinggrants or revolvingloan funds for small and medium enterprises;
e Supporting community non-profits performing essential services;

e Developingworkforce and training services for displaced workers;

e Retrofittingcommunity facilities for medical or quarantine uses;

e Essential supply deliveriestoelderly and other vulnerable populations; and
e Supportingvarious interrupted or at-risk core governmental functions.

In order to receive this funding, the Community Development Commission must submit
to HUD a substantial amendmentto its 2019-2020 Action Plan. The attached
amendmentoutlines broad funding categories that staff recommends focusingon to
respond to the COVID-19 crisis in Sonoma County. Solicitation(s) in the form of a Notice
of Funding Availability and/or Requestfor Proposals will be released upon approval by
the Board of Supervisorsto solicit proposals for projects that fall under these categories.

Whereas, as a condition of receiving housingand community development funds from
the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development, the Board approved the 2015
Consolidated Planon May 5, 2015 which describesthe community development
priorities forthe County, and

Whereas, the Board of Commissionersapprovedthe One Year Action Planfor FY 2019-
2020 on April 30, 2019 that provides community developmentfundingtobe investedin
activities that directly support the adopted prioritiesinthe 2015 Consolidated Plan, and

Whereas, the Federal Government passedthe Coronavirus Aid, Relief and Economic
Security Act (CARES Act) in response to the COVID-19 pandemic, which was declared a
national emergency by President Trump on March 13, 2020 and,

Whereas, through the CARES Act, the Department of Housing and Urban Development
has made available an additional $1,109,159 in supplemental Community Development
Block Grant (CDBG) fundingto the County of Sonoma for grants that may be usedto
prevent, prepare for, and respond to coronavirus (CDBG-CV grants); and

Whereas, the CARES Act also made available to the County of Sonoma an additional
$564,000 in Emergency Solutions Grant (ESG-CV) fundingfor the benefitof unsheltered
homeless, sheltered homeless, and those at risk of homelessness;

Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved

The Board of Supervisors of the County of Sonoma and Board of Commissioners of the
Sonoma County Community Development Commission approve the proposed FY 2019-
20 Amended One Year Action Plan, including the authority to award $1,109,159 in
CARES Act CDBG grant fundingand $564,000 in ESG funds to eligible projects that meet
the intentand purpose set forth by HUD for this fundingand abides by the funding
policies of the Community Development Commission.
